1. Details on the resupply mission to the "Cypnesjt team, flown 
on 12/13 August, have been received. In the Berat area within 15 
kilometers of the drop zone, light bursts of heavy and light anti- 
aircraft fire were encountere3. A hostile aircraft was sighted on 
two occasions during the flight but no interim ption was encountered. 

No reception signals were seen at the primary drop zone or at the alternate. 

2. A further attempt to resupply this team was scheduled for the 
night of 13/14 August bat has been called off in view of the present 
situation. 


3. Training of the next class of BGFIEND personnel began 13 August 
at the Wangness estate. This group of trainees is expected to be fully 
trained by the middle of September. A W/T operator is being fitted 
into each team during training.
